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Auto  thefts  across  the  Commonwealth  have  dropped 
by  almost  25%  in  the  past  two  years.     Even  more 
encouraging  is  the  news  from  the  ten  cities  that  were 
hardest  hit  in  1975  —  their  car  theft  rate  was  cut 
by  almost  30%. 

Auto  theft  rates  have  a  direct  impact  on  the 
premiums  that  Massachusetts'  hard-pressed  motorists 
must  pay  for  their  insurance  every  year.     We  all  have 
a  stake  in  seeing  that  this  drop  in  thefts  continues. 

Prevention  is  the  key  to  the  auto  theft  problem. 
Local  police  departments  and  the  news  media  have 
increased  their  emphasis  on  prevention  and  Massachusetts 
drivers  have  responded  admirably.
